RULES OF PROCEDURE 


According to RSA 40, the Town Moderator determines the procedures to be used 
in Town Meetings. The Moderator determines the rules without regard to parlia- 
mentary or other procedural rules. The voters can overturn the Moderator’s rules 
at any time, however. A motion to overturn the Moderator’s rules, or establish 
new rules, will always take precedence to other business which Is already “on the 
floor”. 


So that you will know the ground rules by which we are maintaining order, these 
procedural rules are announced to you ahead of time. 


¢ The Moderator will read each article in its entirety before that article is 
considered. 





There can be no discussion until there has been a motion under the article. (usu- 
ally the first motion is to approve the article as it appears on the warrant) 





All motions must be seconded by a different individual. 


Discussion will only take place after a motion has been moved and seconded. 


All discussion must take place only when called upon by the Moderator. 
You must have permission from the Moderator before you can speak. 


When the Moderator recognizes you, standup, speak out loudly and 
announce your name before proceeding with your comments. 


If you want to change a portion of a motion, you can do so by making an 
amendment. We will consider only one move to amend at any given time. 
When discussion regarding an amendment comes to a conclusion, the 
amendment will be voted upon. If the amendment passes we will then con- 
tinue considering the original motion as it has now been amended. If the 
amendment fails, we will return to considering the motion in its form prior 
to the motion to amend. 


A secret written ballot will be used on any article when requested by any 
5 voters in writing (RSA 40:4-a). 


A vote will be re-tabulated by secret written ballot when requested in writ- 
ing or orally by only 7 voters (RSA 40:40b). This action must be request- 
ed before we have already moved onto the next item of business. 


One final word of advice from your Moderator: If you want to get action from 
the Town Meeting, you have to make a motion. It’s okay to get up and ask a ques- 
tion or make a comment (as long as it’s relevant to what’s on the table), but if 
you want the Town Meeting to discuss and vote on your idea, you have to get it 
on the table with a motion. Let’s work together to have a successful and efficient 
meeting.

TOWN MEETING - MARCH 11, 2003 
WARRANT - MINUTES 


Town Meeting and the election of officers were both held this year on 
Tuesday, March 11, 2003, at the Freedom Town Hall. 

The Moderator, Donald Johnson, explained procedures to the election work- 
ers downstairs in the Town Hall, being: Alice Haslett and Beverly Grant, Ballot 
Clerks, Howard Bouve, Assistant Moderator, James Brown, Gatekeeper, and 
Rochelle Brooks, Deputy Town Clerk. The Supervisors of the Checklist, Daniel 
Brooks, Patricia McCoy and Albert Godfrey were present. The Moderator, 
Donald Johnson, opened the polls at 9:00 am on Tuesday, March 11, 2003. After 
opening the polls downstairs, Mr. Johnson went upstairs and opened the meeting. 

Mr. Johnson started Town Meeting by introducing the officials seated at the 
table on the stage: Libby Priebe, Town Clerk, Peter Hastings, Town Counsel, 
John Krebs, Les Babb and Eric Bossidy, the Selectmen. The Moderator thanked 
the Town Clerk, Libby Priebe, for all her help and then had the meeting thank the 
selectmen for all the time and hard work they put in during the course of the year, 
followed by the Pledge of Allegiance to the Flag. 

Mr. Johnson reviewed the Rules of Procedure, and noted that the rules are 
printed in the front of the Town Report. 

Mr. Johnson commenced with the reading of the Warrant:

State, qualified to vote in Town Affairs: 

You are hereby notified that the Annual Town Meeting of the Town of 
Freedom will be held at the Freedom Town Hall on Tuesday, the | 1th day of 
March, 2003, at 9:00 o’clock in the forenoon to act upon the following subjects: 

There will be voting by Official Ballot for the election of Town Officers and 
all other articles requiring vote by Official Ballot. The polls open at 9:00 am and 
close at 7:00pm unless there is a vote to keep the polls open to a later hour. The 
ballots will be counted after the polls close at 7:00 PM. 

All other articles will be presented, discussed and acted upon beginning at 
9:00 am at the Freedom Town Hall. 

Mr. Johnson read Articles 1 through 3 and noted that they were being voted 
on by official ballot downstairs. For the purposes of these minutes, the results are 
included herewith.

To see whether or not the Town will vote to adopt Amendment No. | as pro- 
posed by the Freedom Planning Board to the Town Zoning Ordinance which 
amends the provisions of Article 12 by adding a new section 1202 prohibiting 
use of manufactured housing or other housing (defined as use for 12 months or 
less) as temporary housing on a lot during construction of the primary housing 
on the same lot except when the primary housing has been destroyed by casual- 
ty loss, in which case manufactured housing or other housing may be used as 
temporary housing on the same lot for up to one year following the loss.

ARTICLE 4: (Bond - to be acted on by separate ballot) 

To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of Eight 
Hundred Eighty Thousand Six Hundred Eighty Four and 00/100 Dollars 
($880,684.00) for the purpose of repaying Ossipee Lake Road and reconstruct- 
ing and repaying Bennett Road within the Town and to authorize the issuance of 
not more than Eight Hundred Eighty Thousand Six Hundred Eighty Four and 
00/100 Dollars ($880,684.00) of bonds or notes pursuant to the Municipal 
Finance Act (RSA ch33) with the Board of Selectmen authorized in its discretion 
to negotiate and issue said bonds or notes in behalf of the Town and determine 
all terms and conditions therefore including but not limited to the rates of inter- 
est thereon and repayment thereof. 


Recommended by the Freedom Board of Selectmen (3-0-0) 
with said borrowing to be for a term not to exceed the ten (10) years.

John Krebs explained that the Ossipee Lake Road had been re-built 10-11 
years ago and is now breaking up. He farther explained that a traffic count had 
been made and showed 3000 cars in one day on the Ossipee Lake Road, and 
1000 cars in one day on the Bennett Road. He noted that the timing is good 
because the bond interest rate is down, the last payment will be made this year 
on the loader, and as presented, the current budget is level funded. A presentation 
was made by the Road Agent, Scott Brooks, using pictures shown from a laptop 
computer and projected on to a viewing screen, showing the problems with both 
roads and a detailed handout was provided.

Discussion. 


The discussion ended at approximately 10:05 am. The Moderator explained 
that the meeting would proceed to vote, and being a bond article, a written ballot 
must be used, the article must pass by a two-thirds majority, and the polls must 
remain open for at least one (1) hour. Mr. Johnson announced that the ballot box 
was now open. Patricia McCoy, one of the supervisors of the checklist, was pre- 
sent to check the voters off as they went through the line, assisted by Libby. 

The meeting proceeded at approximately 10:40 am (after the initial majori- 
ty of the voting took place by those present in the upstairs hall and the officials 
from downstairs) and the ballot box remained open. For the purpose of these 
minutes, the results are included herewith:

The vote required 63 votes for a two-thirds majority. The Article passed. 


ARTICLE 5: 


To see if the Town will vote to approve a bifurcated Town Meeting having 
two sessions for the Annual Town Meeting in this Town with the first session 
being for the choice of Town Officers elected by ballot and other action required 
to be inserted on said ballot, and the second (the deliberative portion) to be held, 
on a date set by the Selectmen, for the transaction of other business. 

This would change Freedom’s annual Town Meeting procedure and date 
which is now held for all matters on the second Tuesday of March in each year. 
If this Article is adopted, voting by ballot would occur on said second Tuesday 
of March of each year and a second session (the deliberative session) for voting 
on all other articles in the Warrant would be held at a later date set by the 
Selectmen each year. This means there would be two (2) meeting dates for the 
annual Town Meeting. 

The Moderator read Article 5 and it was pointed out to him that this Article 
is on the official ballot downstairs. Due to the fact that it was read in error, Mr. 
Johnson said he would allow discussion on the Article.

Dale Elliott inquired as to what the dam authority does. Selectman Krebs 
explained that the Ossipee Lake is controlled by the dam on _ the 
Effingham/Freedom Town Line and that the Towns of Freedom and Ossipee 
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monitor the dam and the water level. He noted that John Picard of Ossipee is cur- 
rently paid by the authority to do the actual monitoring work. 

Discussion was suspended at approximately 11:15 am to count the Article 4 
ballots. The ballot box was closed at this point and the ballots were counted. The 
meeting resumed at approximately 11:25 am and the results were announced.

John noted that the 
Selectmen and the Fire Chief had discussed this issue and it was agreed that due 
to the fact that Freedom has access to a camera, or cameras, through the mutual 
aid system, and in trying to keep the budget in line this year, that the camera is a 
good idea, but just not for this year. 

Tom Kondrat asked a point of order of Town Counsel - asking if the 
Selectmen can spend the money without the vote of the town. Town Counsel, 
Peter Hastings stated that this capital reserve fund had been established by vote 
at last year’s Town Meeting so that the Selectmen do have that authority. This 
authority remains in effect until a vote by the Town to revoke said authority.

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Betty Godfrey noted the number of calls that Freedom has to make to 
Highwatch and questioned the expense. Fire Chief Gene Doe pointed out that 
Freedom is part of the Mutual Aid System and that Freedom is the closest station 
to Highwatch and that if there ever is a serious fire there, it will involve all of the 
mutual aid system departments. 

Tom Kondrat asked a point of order of Town Counsel - is there enabling leg- 
islation to allow for this? Town Counsel, Peter Hastings, noted that if a Town is 
part of the mutual aid system, the Town can not charge for mutual aid calls - the 
purpose of the mutual aid system being to pool resources. He also noted that it 
was not clear to him whether there were any statutes authorizing charging for 91] 
calls for private individuals. Owners of private security devices that malfunction 
are usually not charged for the first false alarm, but are charged for subsequent 
calls in the same year. 

Chief Pearson again noted that there had only been 9 false alarm 911 calls 
this year and he did not consider this a concern. He noted that sometimes people 
dial the “911” instead of the “411” for information. 


VOTE ON MOTION: NO, by a majority 
Discussion. 


Tom Kondrat said the meeting would be remiss in not thanking our 
Selectmen for the time they’ve put in this year. A vote of thanks was also given 
to Karen Hatch, their Administrative Assistant. 

Emery Stokes inquired of the Selectmen if arrangements had been made to 
obtain a generator for the town hall in case of an emergency. John Krebs noted 
that the Selectmen have considered it but it that a generator would be very expen- 
sive and once on site would need constant maintenance, as it needs to be run once 
a week etc., and that the Selectmen feel that a generator will be easily accessible 
to the town if and when it is needed. 

The Moderator, Don Johnson, asked for a consensus of those present as to 
whether or not they would prefer to have Town Meeting at the Town Hall or at 
the School. The results were even - half preferred to stay at the Town Hall, half 
said the School would be fine. 

Discussion ensued as to whether the School or the Town Hall would be the 
better “emergency” location, and the Selectmen noted that the Town Hall is 
already wired for the generator and all the supplies (I.e. cots and blankets etc) are 
already in the building, and that the Town Hall has a working kitchen and is 
already set up as the emergency shelter location. 


Tom Kondrat made a MOTION TO ADJOURN the meeting; SECONDED 
by all.

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TREASURER'S REPORT 


With investment rates at their lowest levels in over 43 years, the town was for- 
tunate to have earned substantially more from its investments than it paid in bor- 
rowing costs, as the accompanying statement demonstrates. Rather than leave 
unused funds in money market accounts, we invested in such permissible instru- 
ments as overnight U.S. treasury repurchase agreements ("repos") for a 26 basis 
point (.26%) yield improvement over money funds. We also continued our practice 
(begun three years ago) of placing checking balances in interest bearing "sweep" 
accounts, thus keeping all town moneys in their highest earning categories. 
Although each of these moves required more intense management, especially with 
these extremely low rates, we maximized our town's return on liquid assets. 

The commonly heard phrase in banking, "nothing beats specific experience 
and teamwork", was certainly proven again this year. Karen Hatch's archiving 
skills, and Libby Priebe's ability to recover Freedom's original charter, were 
combined with our in- house investment banking/bond structuring experience, in 
a team effort that permitted the town to save substantial sums when floating the 
approved $880,640 road bond funding package. Bringing specific talents togeth- 
er, we were able to save $13,000 in bond legal expense (we paid less than $2000) 
by settling our own bond closing. Then by managing the actual bond sale and 
bidding process, without state or banking intermediaries, we were able to secure 
a final rate .60% under the average market. In a further demonstration of team- 
work and careful deliberation, the Selectmen accepted our recommendation to 
reduce the bond term from ten to seven years. This additional adjustment com- 
bined with the internally controlled bond development process saved Freedom 
well in excess of $150,000. 

Thanks to continued prompt payments from Freedom taxpayers, our banking 
contacts competed to provide us with the lowest Tax Anticipation Note ("TAN") 
rate in 50 years. Due to Tom Kondrat's timely billing effort, we were able to repay 
these notes 49 days earlier than 2002. In the markets, as most of us know, timing 
is everything, and this year, we tied this ultra low rate TAN sale to a floating rate 
fund that hovered 48 basis points (.48%) over our fixed borrowing costs for 93% 
of the note outstanding period, closing the fund when rates converged. This spread 
earned the town additional interest earnings of approximately $3600 in less than 
8 months. Despite meager "permitted investment" rates available during these 
past three years, we used such techniques to earn Freedom more than $21,000 
over our borrowing costs. That's significantly higher than spread earnings over 
periods twice that long with four times the rate opportunity. 

Finally, let me take this moment to thank Freedom voters for providing me 
this opportunity to serve our wonderful town for the past three years. It is now 
time to step aside allowing voters the opportunity to elect a new Treasurer, so that 
Freedom may continue to professionally manage and modernize the Treasurer's 
office. | look forward to serving the town in a different capacity should that 
opportunity arise.

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BOARD OF SELECTMEN REPORT 


I am writing this report in early February, looking back on 2003. This, my sev- 
enth year as a Selectman was the busiest year during my tenure. While the 
Statewide property (school) tax remains an issue of significant concern, our court 
appeals are now over, and our efforts are now focused on legislative solutions. 

In addition to dealing with State issues of importance to Freedom, we also 
had an extremely busy year attending to Town matters. At Town Meeting 2003, 
you the voters, approved a bond to reconstruct and repave Bennett Road and 
Ossipee Lake Road. Scott Brooks, Road Agent completed the reconstruction of 
Bennett Road last summer and did an excellent job. The Board decided after a 
Public Hearing at the end of the summer to delay repaving Ossipee Lake Road 
until the summer of 2004 to provide additional time for the State of NH to com- 
plete the construction of bicycle lanes along the road from approximately 
Babcock Road to Marina Road. We are hopeful that the bicycle path project will 
go forward this spring, allowing us to complete this project early next summer. 

During 2003, the operational responsibilities of the Transfer Station were 
assumed by Justin Brooks who also maintains all of our Town buildings. Justin 
has worked very hard to increase the efficiency of the Transfer Station which has 
resulted in reduced costs. I am very pleased with Justin’s management capabil- 
ities and look forward to working with him for years to come. 

Overall, management of the Town becomes more complicated each and every 
year. This year, the Town developed and implemented a safety program that 
involved many modifications to Town buildings and equipment. Without the hard 
work of Brenda Presby, this would not have been possible. The Town continues to 
grow very rapidly, resulting in a significant number of new housing starts, Planning 
Board applications and requests for zoning relief from the Zoning Board of 
Adjustment. On land, the Board worked with the Friends of Trout Pond to support 
their efforts to acquire the large tracts of land surrounding Trout Pond. On the water, 
the Board continued to be involved in legal appeals related to the expansion of 
Ossipee Lake Marina, and supported the effort to control milfoil in Ossipee Lake to 
ensure that the Lake remains healthy for future generations. 

Lastly, after six years of service to the Town, Eric Bossidy has decided to 
retire as a Selectman, and he will be missed — although he will continue to serve 
the Town as Treasurer. I believe that the current Board; Eric, Les and I have 
worked well together — we continually try to find ways to maintain necessary 
town services while keeping taxes low. I look forward to continuing our efforts 
in the future, and thank all of you for making Freedom a great place to live.

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FREEDOM PUBLIC LIBRARY’S 
REPORT 


In August we accepted with regret the resignation of our long time librar- 
ian, Eleanor Thurston. Her influence upon the children of Freedom, as well as 
on the educational and cultural life of the village, cannot be overemphasized. 
Her presence is felt in everything we do, and we strive, as she would, to always 
put our patrons first. As Ellie would remind us, the first job of a librarian is to 
obtain the book that is requested, whether we have it on our shelves or not. 

We have been fortunate to find in Elizabeth Rhymer a person who can ful- 
fill that role and lead us into many other areas with her expertise and her back- 
ground. Elizabeth combines a Master of Library Science degree with a compe- 
tency in computer technology that is really quite special. She is comfortable 
with purchasing good literature for adults as well as children. She has livened 
up the children’s area and plans story hours to begin in February. She and our 
assistant librarian. Pat Parker, are moving rapidly toward the completion of 
automating our entire collection. The volunteers in our library are making this 
task possible. Four volunteers are devoting all their efforts towards automation. 
In addition, volunteers staff the library for all of the 22 hours that it is open. 
We have trained two volunteers to repair books and we have utilized young 
adults to keep the children’s collection current and appealing. 

We have been fortunate to have been the recipient of significant donations 
during this year. The Gates Foundation computers are available to the public, 
bringing our total number of terminals to nine; four of which are dedicated to 
our patrons. The Agnes Drumm fund has supported the purchase of juvenile lit- 
erature and the Elizabeth Kidder fund has enabled us to improve our landscap- 
ing with the addition of a sprinkler system and a flagpole, among other things. 
We have installed cupboards that can be locked, in which we plan to keep valu- 
able town records and collections. One recent acquisition is the Allard-Vestner 
Scrapbook (photo album) which is priceless. We are grateful to Penny Vestner 
for making this available to the people of Freedom. We are currently accepting 
contributions in honor of Eleanor Thurston that can be sent to the Friends of 
the Library. This fund will further add to the children’s non-fiction as well as 
fiction collection, a great deal of which is being replaced and updated. 

We are now members of the Bearcamp Cooperative, which enables us to 
borrow audios and videos for a period of two months, at which time we send 
them along to the next member and receive new releases in exchange. 

Our Oral History project has been a success and is ongoing. We have 
recorded over 18 interviews with residents of Freedom and have transcribed 
them all for the public. We are in the process of putting together a scrapbook 
dedicated to this collection. 
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The Friends of the Library have supported activities throughout the year 
and especially during Old Home Week. They continue to plan new programs in 
addition to the successful book sales, summer reading programs, Squam Lake 
passes, author events and speakers. We all miss the valuable leadership and 
presence of Bette Bossi, who as a trustee and a friend was instrumental in start- 
ing most of the programs that are in force today, and indeed was Chairman of 
the Trustees when we launched the successful drive to expand our facilities. 
This expansion has allowed us to welcome community groups that need a 
pleasant place in which to meet. 

The library continues in the tradition of Eleanor Thurston to be a friendly 
and happy place.

AND STATE FOREST RANGER 


Your local Forest Fire Warden, Fire Department, and the State of New 
Hampshire Division of Forests and Lands cooperate to reduce the risk of wild- 
land fires in New Hampshire. To help us assist you, contact your local Forest Fire 
Warden or Fire Department to find out if a permit is required before doing ANY 
outside burning. Fire permits are mandatory for all outside burning unless the 
ground where the burning is to be done (and surrounding area) is completely cov- 
ered with snow. Violations of the fire permit law and the other burning laws of 
the State of New Hampshire are misdemeanors punishable by fines up to $2,000 
and/or a year in jail, in addition to the cost of suppressing the fire. 

A new law effective January 1, 2003 prohibits residential trash burning.

It 
requires our personnel to possess, and be highly proficient in a wide range of emer- 
gency skills. In addition to maintaining their excellent medical abilities, our staff 
continues to train in related topics. This year our EMT’s received training on; 
Extended OHRV Rescue, Search & Rescue, Scene Violence, Elder Abuse, 
Legalities of DNR’s and Living Wills, Pediatric Emergencies, Crime Scene 
Interaction, Radiological Monitoring, Disaster Management, Forensic Medicine, 
Scene Investigation, EMS at Large Events, Auto Extrication, and a host of fire ser- 
vice training programs. 

Efficient emergency care requires considerable teamwork, and I am very 
proud of our relationships with the other local emergency departments. My sincere 
thanks to the members of the fire, rescue, and police departments, whose dedica- 
tion to those they serve should not go unnoticed. A very special thank you to the 
men and women of our Armed Forces, who place themselves in harms way every- 
day so that we may remain safe.

BUILDING INSPECTOR’S REPORT 


The year 2003 has had much the same activity in building and remodeling 
as the year 2002. 

New home starts had a banner year, much the same as 2002. New home 
starts this past year totaled 28 with an estimated construction value of 
$1,647,000.00 added to the tax base. 

Other permits for remodeling, alterations, decks, park models at Totem Pole, 
and related projects amounted to an estimated value of $901,725.00. This also 
made a positive affect on our tax base. 

With all of this activity of over 185 issued permits, all of this construction 
has been quite a challenge to keep up with changes in the building codes as they 
are applied for proper construction enforcement. 

I have not spent as much time as I would like to keep myself informed with 
information on building codes, as well as there proper application. To rectify this 
I intend to attend more monthly seminars presented by the New Hampshire 
Building Officials Association. 

These seminars are a tool to keep inspectors in the State current with build- 
ing codes and are administered by the State Municipal Association. 

Having said this I trust I can be better equipped for 2004.

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FREEDOM CONSERVATION 
COMMISSION 


The board members of The Freedom Conservation Commission (FCC) are 
saddened by the loss of Malcolm Reed, a member of the board for many years, 
who always demonstrated a keen eye for conservation and a willingness to act 
upon his insights. 

This year, 2003, has been a busy year for the Commission. The FCC conduct- 
ed regular monthly business and submitted recommendations to the Freedom 
Zoning Board of Appeals and to the NH Department of Environmental Services on 
Building Permits that fall within the protected shoreland. The Board has launched 
an educational campaign, and issued an informational letter, about milfoil and The 
NH Comprehensive Shoreland Protection Act to Freedom’s waterfront owners. 

The Conservation Commission worked closely with local conservation 
organizations, such as the Green Mountain Conservation Group, to assist with 
the Water Quality Monitoring Program in Freedom. The board also participated 
in discussions with the Ossipee Lake Alliance and other Conservation 
Commissions in the area, to establish a coalition to help with identifying and 
controlling milfoil in our local waterways. The FCC played an integral role for 
the creation of a Town Forest on the “Trout Pond Lands” and has continued 
working with the Friends of Trout Pond since the 2003 Town Meeting, when the 
Town voted “to continue to support the efforts of the project.” 

The Freedom Conservation Commission thanks all of our citizen volunteers 
who work diligently on the Town’s behalf to preserve our rural character and col- 
lect data for future studies. We are always looking for assistance with our efforts 
and if you are interested please contact us.

* Granted a special exception to allow Charles and Patricia Bojus to operate a 
motor vehicle maintenance business in the General Residential District. 


* Denied a special exception of Grace Galton to unmerge her lots, finding that 
the lots would be undersized for the zoning district they are located in.
